This 
is a chance for the library to work with the bookseller to put good books 
into homes. We are glad to report that at least one bookstore is having 
exhibits with some of the public libraries round about and will sell books 
to any who wish. This means that only the best books are shown, and that 
librarians and booksellers are working together as they should, realizing 
their common aim. 

A very interesting syllabus has been sent out. You have it some- 
where but this may call your attention to it. It gives suggestions just as 
pertinent to libraries as to bookstores and you are urged to send inquiries

We have had inquiries as to whether this Children’s Book Week has the 
approval of the Association. We wish to emphasize that the campaign 
has been organized by the American Booksellers Association and that it 
has the hearty co-operation of the American Library Association, the Boy 


Scouts of America, the Girl Scouts, and anyone interested in good books 
for children. 


The Book Fair at Marshall Field’s this week is the event in the book 
world. Miss Burns, the manager of the book department, had the idea 
and the result has gone beyond even her dream. 

Some of the best bookmen in the country have come to talk books and 
bookselling; their books are most attractively displayed—each publisher 
has a booth—there are all the good new books and many of the old, 
original manuscripts from your favorite authors, original illustrations from 
your favorite illustrators; sometimes you see the authors themselves stand- 
ing around looking rather pleased as well they may, and now and then 
one of them has been persuaded to read from his own work. Bookbinders 
are showing the process of bookmaking from the ordinary case binding to 
the finest tooled leather work and thousands of people have wandered 
through the exhibit reminding themselves that they are interested in 
books. 

A very keen advertising man said there never had been in all the years 
of bookselling such a successful book advertising campaign as that of 
the American Library Association for books for the soldiers. Of course 
the advertising there was a by-product but he meant the constant reitera- 
tion of the idea Book and of owning and giving the book. 

This fair does the same thing in its outward aspect and it has a much 
deeper significance in that retail booksellers, and wholesale booksellers, 
publishers, authors, critics, editors, binders, and the public have combined, 
worked together, just for their faith in books. The librarian’s part this 
time has been to look on in awe and admiration. The Wisconsin library 
school came down to spend a day there and every librarian around the 
country who could possibly manage it has been there. Perhaps next year 
librarians can help in the making as well as the appreciation.
